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GUEST EDITORIAL 
You and the Law 
By James M. Gagliolo, WB4IME* 

Allow me to comment on the October article “(OPERATION 
NAB”’ by W4SS. His last remarks included the statement that the 
suspect was released from custody before the complaintant 
finishing filing his report. 

Although this sounds unusual, believe me it is an every day oc- 
curence. I speak from eight years law enforcement experience 
(County Sheriff Dept. & Fla. Dept. of Corrections). The reason for 
the liberal policy is due to the laxity in the Criminal Justice System. 
And the Criminal Justice System is so liberal because the citizens 
of this country just don’t care. Until it happens to you, it’s just 
another interesting story to read in the local paper or FLORIDA 
SKIP. 

What’s sadder is that the suspect will most likely receive a 6 
months suspended sentence after his lawyers plea-bargain the 


‘case. The suspect has stolen someone elses property, used that 


property to violate the law, to a degree interfered with the leizurely 
past times of others, caused undue hardship and confusion for 
numerous people — not to mention a waste of tax payers’ money 
because the Judge in effect must say, “‘I’ll have to let you go 
because the public doesn’t care.”’ 

Why don’t you people out there wise up and write. your 
legislators. We don’t need more laws . . . we just need the present 
laws strictly enforced. I’m already doing my part, I’m working for 
your tax dollars, attempting to rehabilitate a group of young men 
who were never habilitated in the first place. That’s another story 
in itself which would require this entire issue of FLORIDA SKIP 
and much, much more to effectively discuss. 

Lastly, I wish to oppose the methods employed in recovering the 
stolen equipment. Although it was successful, what if the suspect 
was dealing in more than just one stolen radio? The probability of 
this type individual being desperate is high. ; 

Subsequently, those ‘‘better than average size’’ individuals 
standing ‘‘on the sidewalk with folded arms’”’ could presently have 
widows for wives and fatherless children. 

I fully understand, and from practical experience identify with, 
the hopelessness of the situation where you have to wait for a 
search warrant. However, the life of one person isn’t worth a 2 
meter transceiver. 

Let the law enforcement agencies work for your hard earned tax 
dollars. And write your legislators (Federal, State, County & 
Municipal) to ensure that we do just that.

TRAFFIC TO BE OR NOT TO BE — 
HEALTH AND WELFARE 

Come a disaster anywhere, it’s always been more or less of a 
tradition that messages involving an individual person’s health and 
welfare ‘‘go on the back burner” for several days. But not always! 
If you listen carefully on the frequencies you often hear the disaster 
site Amateur Radio Operators have set up a discrete frequency on 
which H&W is being handled almost immediately. This, of course, 
both relieves the official frequencies of any interruptions and puts 
Amateur Radio at the service of friends and neighbors to provide 
rapid reassurance. If you find such a frequency or frequencies (one 
each inbound and outbound from the disaster area) DON’T pop on 
unless either you have an inquiry to make or are in a position, via 
phone. patch, oneway telephone or somewhere else on the bands. 
Otherwise — just listen and listen some more until you can be of 
specific help. 

Should you have the misfortune to face sending or delivering a 
death or serious injury report, it’s always a good idea to turn the 
full information over to the Red Cross for verification and delivery 
— even if only to avoid embarrassing yourself (and the service) 
with a garbled or incorrect piece of information. 

Does this work? You bet it does! Take two examples from the 
past. The Good Friday Earthquake that devastated parts of Alaska 
saw Amateur Operators moving several thousand H&W messages 
in and out via RTTY, Phone and CW while other channels were 
busy with relief traffic in less than 48 hours after the quake. When 
Hurricane Agnes flooded parts of New York and Pennsylvania, the 
same discrete frequency operation paid off — moving nearly 5,000 
H&W messages into communities in the two states even before the 
flood waters began to recede. More recently, until the FCC issued a 
special authorization, H&W for St. Lucia could be routed via 
Canadian stations (who had third party authorization) from 
Stateside operators who did not. 

At press time, this same method was in full operation along the 
projected path of Hurricane Allen, just as it will probably be for 
any future storm or disaster. So find out where the individual 
Health and Welfare inquiries and reports are being handled, and — 
once again — listen until you can be of specific help. Don’t even 
announce your presence until you hear the net control station(s) 
asking for help in your area or an area you can serve — or for in- 
coming messages. And whatever you do, resist the temptation to 
lambaste people tuning up on the frequency, either inadvertently or 
deliberately. Let NCS handle the problem; if you try, it can only 
make matters worse.

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A WINDOW ANTENNA FOR TWO METERS 
(*Condominium Compromise) 

No matter what floor your condo apartment is on and with no 
possibility of an outside antenna of any appreciable gain, this 
design offers some possible advantages. 

The antenna concept described here offers accessability and 
covertness, while providing some gain to overcome the losses 
inherent with inside, and possibly low height, installation in close 
proximity to obstructions. 

The configuration is that of a three-section colinear array fed 
with a quarter wave stub and a coaxial cable. The basic lower 
section is commonly known as a “‘J-Pole’’ or “‘J-Antenna’”’ con- 
sisting of a coax-fed quarter-wave stub and a half-wave radiator 
section. Now we add two half-wave sections atop with quarter-wave 
phasing stubs between them. 

The departure from the very common configuration thus far 
described is due to its installation in an aluminum window frame 
common to most high-rise condominium apartments. The resulting 
added loading and capacity-end-effect due to the close proximity of 
the window structure (metallic) causes the physical length of the 
half-wave sections to be approximately 29% shorter than free space 
(depending on the actual window frame dimensions and pattern). 
The stub length is shorter due the propagation velocity factor of the 
T.V. twin lead being approx. 0.82 of free-space quarter-waves. 
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So now we end up with a three-section array that will fit between 
the floor and the ceiling level of the average ‘‘floor-to-ceiling”’ 
condo window commonly found in those ‘‘antenna-not-allowed- 
here’’ dwellings. 

The antenna itself is suspended from the top window frame witha 
strong crocodile clip so that not even a hole has to be drilled. A 
piece of nylon line or string is sufficient to insulate the wire from 
the clip. When the installation is finished it can’t even be seen 
behind the shearest of your wife’s curtains, since the vertical

profile blends right in with folds of the fabric (hi). 

The quarter-wave phasing stubs are-kept perpendicular to the 
wire antenna. In my case the window frame horizontals coincided 
exactly with the half-wave termination of each section so that the 
twin-lead stubs were in line with the sindow horizontals. 

The feed-stub can lie on the floor and be fed perpendicularly into 
the bottom radiator section. This allows maximum use of the open 
window height/area for ‘‘unobstructed” aperature. If, on the other 
hand, the window area is only a partial one and starts above the 
floor, then the stub can also be vertical and the third section of the - 
radiator, along with its phasing stub, can be omitted, rather than 
have the adverse effects of the lower section be adjacent to a semi- 
opaque area. Of course the gain is apt to be higher with three 
sections than with two. 

In practice, the critical lengths of the radiator sections may vary 
from case to case, and only pruning with a V.S.W.R. meter can you 
determine for yourself whether to add or remove an inch or two 
from each section. I have my V.S.W.R. down to 1:1.01, and it was 
done merely by pruning the section(s). To facilitate the task of 
determining the length, I used three sections of telescopic ‘‘por- 
table radio” antennas with the wires/stubs attached, and merely 
played with their length until I was satisfied; I then cut wire to the 
same length and preso-chango I had the thing rigged in one short 
evening.

TAX BREAKS ON AMATEUR ORGANIZATIONAL EXPENSES 
Ina sheet prepared for ARRL, income tax deductions for officials 
of non-profit corporations are reviewed. Since N OFARS (and many 
other clubs) are qualified for non-profit status under Section 501-C- 
3, these guidelines may apply. 
In cases where club officers of officials conduct club business and

— Auten” A WB) are not reimbursed for expenses, reasonable amounts for the 


following are deductible: 


Gasoline for thecarused Meals (overnight trips only) 


‘Ou Telephone calls 
Tolls Any other direct cost 
Parking 


The tax payer may substitute 9 cents a mile for gas and oil if he 
wishes. Any other direct cost means any direct expenditure which 
is reasonable and necessary for the tax deductible service. 

Claiming a deduction for your time in performing a service is 
never permitted. A claim based on lost wages is not permitted. 

Whether an action performed for the club qualifies for deductible 
status depends on the circumstances. There must be a benefit for 
the organization. For example, attendance at a convention or 
hamfest when it is required or expected of you can result in un- 
reimbursed expenses and a tax deduction. However, attendance 
because the tax payer wants to be there would not be acceptable for 
a deduction. 

While there may be slight differences depending on the type of 
organization involved, it does seem clear that club officers and 
appointees on club business are definitely entitled to income tax 
deductions if the expenses are not reimbursed by NOFARS.
